When I have never met any of the top people at Bantam I have wandered about the 
Bantam attitude toward me. X can and sometimes do wonder about tee subject itself 
separately. I think it goes back to Epstein's book, which Bantam reurlnted. In tee 
reprint some of ay work was used. X was then indignant, mostly because it was mla- 
aasd. Actually, it wee destructive of the book if anyone had taken to under- 
stand the text and the appendix. After X expressed ay indignation to bote Viking 
and Bantam - end without knowing this was coming or seeing the book X had helped 
Viking with it - X got no meaningful response. I the® did my ora rfwwdriwg and found 
that neither publisher knew the truth except for one Viking employee, who knew part 
of it only. X do not think he knew it was the taking of my work. *t was not in the 
Viking edition. It was in Bantam's, given by Viking and I think for orofit and a 
larger first print. 

Tte time has cobs when I must make an effort to stop tills endless thievery 
and its consequences. What X can do I do not know* But that I can try I do know. 

I know 3»w paranoid this can sound. I've lived with it fox' years. But I know tec 
field and I have friends among the few authentic experts who also do. Identifying 
oy work will not be difficult as it has never been in tee many plagiarisms. There 
is this in the article, repeated in a reprint of it, too. The FBI has even come to 
my help. Xn the current suit against it it has actually certified to a federal court 
that S know more about the subject than anyone in the FBI. A So, if in litigation the 
question of alleged paranoia becomes a defense. I'm well prepared and it will open 
tee door for much other evidence, from unpaid aattelogical usee contracted for to 
copies of reprinted editions never accounted for. But I'd rather it didn’t came to 
this, with Bantam or anyone else. I'd rather have the stealing stop. 

Meanwhile, I'm trying to bring another book out despite the distractions of which 
you know. There is an interest in some rights. And we are both distressed over your 
silence about Leda and those tapes.
